Picture of Vichy. 

Informants whose names cannot 
be divulged but who recently have 
had access to authoritative French 
circles, including one who. until 
recently was a member of Petain’s 
cabinet, painted the picture of 
‘conditions in Vichy. 

The former cabinet member said 
things had come to such a pass 
that on November 26—15 days 
after the German occupation of 
the southern zone—the old nar- 
sha! told the cabinet: : 


“Gentlemen, I regret I.can no 


longer take responsibility for your 
safety. The time has come for 
every man to depend on himself.” 

The former minister said Petain 
was completely surprised by the 
German march into the unoccu- 
pied zone, although his cabinet 
knew of it beforehand.

When Laval left for Munich two

In Desert ‘Lull’ 


(Editor’s Note: The following 
dispatch from a veteran Asso- 
ciated Press war correspondent, 
cleared through heavy censor- 
ship, suggests that the aerial and 
sea-level blows now being 
struck during the “lull” in the 
desert fighting may be decisive 
in the defeat of the Azxis in 
Africa.

CAIRO, Dec. 4.—(/)—An Allied 
aerial offensive is raging against 
the Axis in the Mediterranean. It 
has been going on for several days, 

Technically it is known as a 
“period of lull” in the war on the 
desert front. 


During the present “lull” Allied 
aircraft, n Jang- _bomb- 
ers and long-range fighters, have 
been inflicting losses on Axis air 
strength and shipping so heavy 
that it may turn the balance in 
the second stage of the campaign 
to drive the enemy out of Africa 
anu pursue him into Europe. 

While British and American 
fliers have sunk or badly damaged 
ship after ship with their bombs, 
another Allied fighting arm has 
been raking the enemy lines of 
communication at sea level. 

The -Axis is making desperate 
efforts to keep the central Medi- 
terranean open and is running into 
heavy opposition. 

The full nature of this new bat- 
tle cannot yet be told, but when 
it is revealed it may prove to be 
one of the most decisive engage- 
ments of the present war. 

In one of the latest reported en- 
counters, two good-sized south- 
bound merchant vessels were 
bombed and set afire and were 
last seen in sinking condition. 

Allied planes operating out of 
the Island of Malta alone have 
sunk four Axis ships, damaged 11 
others and destroyed at least 43 
enemy aircraft, including troop- 
Carriers, during the current “lull.” 

Planes operating from this mid- 
dle east arena also have been ac 
tive over the Tunisian battle front, 
bombing bridges. strafing Axis 
troops and destroying installations. 

The truth is that there is no 
lull. There never was.

Crop Control in Wartime 

There has, of recent weeks, been much 
discussion of the advisability of AAA crop 
control in time of war. | 

It has been argued that, with the farmers 
of the nation faced with the necessity of 
increased production of food crops to meet 
the tremendous demands of a nation, and a 


world, at war, it is absurd to continue a system - 


of crop limitation which was adopted in days 
when excess production was proving disastrous 
to the economy of the nation. 


On the other hand, advocates of con- 
tinuance of the crop control system assert that, 
if the controls are now abandoned, production 
will run wild, with no semblance of organiza- 
tion and proper proportion of the various crop 
plantings. 

To the layman it would seem that there is 
a middle ground which should be reached, with 
advantage both to the farmers’ and to the 
nation. That is a continuance of crop control 
for certain crops, those for which the need is 
limited, and an abandonment of all limitations 
of acreage planted to such food crops of which 
we cannot get an oversupply. 

Cotton is the outstanding ‘example of a 
crop over which control should be continued. 


Georgians still remember the debacle of 
1937, when cotton crop control was voted down. 
The result was a record crop of 20,000,000 bales, 
of which approximately 2,000,000 stayed in the 
fields unpicked, to rot, because the price drop- 
ped so low it was not worth the harvesting. 
The price threatened, that year, to fall to five 
cents a pound and President Roosevelt, appeal- 
ed to by southern representatives in congress, 
arranged for the government to “take over” a 
large part of the crop under the system of 
warehouse loans. 

We don’t want any repetition of that condi- 
tion in 1943" Yet.it cannot be denied, if there 
were no restrictions on cotton acreage, many 
southern farmers would plant every available 
fence corner in cotton, because they regard it 
as the one sure cash crop and because it. is 
now bringing a good price. The result would 
be a cotton market again glutted and dis- 
astrous neglect of other and, in wartime, more 
important crops. A 

It would mean also, for every excess, un- 
necessary acre planted to cotton, there would 
be one less acre on which to grow the food 
crops for which the world is crying. ‘That, 
although the individual farmers who erred 
might not realize it, would be tragic. 

Why not continue control of cotton acreage, 
but leave the farmers entirely unrestricted on 
food crops, on peanuts and livestock, dn any 
other farm production needed at fullest capa- 
city for the feeding of our people, our armed 


forces and our allies, and for the supply of 


essential materials to war induStry. 

We can produce too much cotton. We can- 
not produce too much food or feed stuffs, too 
much beef and pork and mutton and poultry. 
We cannot produce too much peanut oil. Let 
us plan the farm year on the basis of these 
factual situations and then produce for victory 
in every acre.

Is It All Necessary? 

Leon Henderson, national price adminis- 
trator, speaking before the war-planning con- 
gress of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, predicted that, among other things, 
1943 would bring to the American people “more 
rationing, more czars and more red tape.” 


Now the people of America know, full well, 
many sacrifices have to be made from their 
ordinary modes of life, in wartime. They now 
it is necessary, for the sake of victory, that 
some of the freedoms, the rights and privileges 
of citizens of a free democracy, have to be 
temporarily laid aside until the victory is won. 


Nor will they grumble, much, at rationing 
of esser.tial products, provided only they are 
told in easily understandable language, why 
the rationing is necessary. That acceptance of 
rationing is an expression of the superlatively 
high morale of the people in this country. — 

But, when Administrator Henderson talks 
about “more czars and more red tape,” he is 
touching upon conditions with which Amert- 
cans are already considerably perturbed. There 
is strong suspicion in this country that the 
federal government already has more “czars” 
as well as humbler employes than are neces- 
sary, for war or any other reason. Also, that 
there is already foo much unnecessary red 
tape. It is becoming daily more strongly sus- 
pected that the habit of red tapism is growing 
worse. It is a natural concomitant of bu- 
reaucracy, anyway. 

Congress, too, appears to hold similar sus- 
picions as does the public. So, before Mr. 
Henderson or any other federal official, con- 
templates any increase in czars, bureaucrats 
or red tape, it would be advisable to make @ 
little room in the federal houses of govern- 
ment. Make room by clearing out a lot of 
the present unneeded employes on the tax- 
payers’ pay rolls and by doing away with a lot 
of the senseless and useless questionnaires and 
other red tape excrescencies which plague busi- 
ness and the-public generally today.

Georgia Editors Say: 


“COMMON SENSE” 
(From The Albany Herald.) : 

The proposal advanced by Representative 
Carl Vinson, of Georgia, that all production quotas 
on basic crops be abandoned for the duration of 
the war is meeting with the approval of many 
newspapers whose comments have been noted. 
One of these, The Atlanta Constitution, says the 
suggestion seems intelligent because, “with farm- 
ers facing the problems war has imposed, with 
rural labor daily becoming more scarce, and with 
our own civilians, armed forces and Allies c ling 
for increased quantities of all these crops, here 
is direst need in the war industries.” 

Representative Vinson’s suggestjon, if adopt- 
ed, will affect our own southwest Georgia farm- 
ers vitally, because the basic crops he lists in- 
clude cotton, wheat, corn, rice, peanuts and to- 
bacco. All of these crops are raised here on a 
large scale, with the exception of wheat and rice, 
and even these are grown to some extent in this 
section. 

With a food shortage well within the realm of 
possibility, surely the peacetime plan of restricted 
quotas on these basic crops might well be aban- 
doned for the duration.
